Educational  Tour 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Stephen  LaMar, 
graduates  of  the  College,  are  plan¬ 
ning  to  take  a  group  of  students, 
and  teachers  on  an  educational 
sight-seeing  tour  to  New  York  City, 
May  27  to  June  3,  if  there  are 
•  enough  persons  interested  to  make 
up  a  forty-one  passenger  chartered 
bus  load. 

On  the  return  trip  the  party  will 
go  up  the  Hudson  River  by  way  of 
West  Point  and  through  some  of 
the  CatskUl  Mountains  to  Niagara 
Falls.  From  Niagara  Falls  they  will 
go  to  Detroit,  from  which  City  a 
Short  dip  into  Canada  will  be  taken.
